Seed for early crops of cabbaRc 
oau)UioWer. and celery ahould be 
sown In February. Ten days or two 

weeks later seed of tomato, pepper, 
eggplant, bead lettuce and almllar 
crops HhouUl be pUintpd In the hot- 
bed also. It is advisable to devlde 
the bed with a partition, koepinn on.' 
aectlon cool to suit the llrat uroup of 
vegetables which grow best at ii^m- 
peratures of 60 to 60 degrees Fahren- 
heit while the other aeotlon can be 
used for the aecond group, which 
grow best at 76 to 80 degreee. The 
simple niiinuii'-beailted botbed with 
llfte«n incbps of fr(?sh fermenting 
horse manure under fonr inches of 
medium rich soli and covered with 
standard glau sash, Is quite satisfac- 
tory for growing early vegetable 
plant*. The seed ma ybe sown In a 
few rows at one side of the bed, or 
perhaps a few shallow bozei In the 
windows of a fairly warm room In- 
doors may serve. A.s soon as the 
seedlings form a second pair of leaves 
which will be from two to three weeks 
•Iter the eeed are sown, they will be 
ready to transplant to the hotbed.
